Brilliant Brazil wins the Gold Cup, but Australia 
wins hearts — Brusaco is new ASF supremo — 
coaches come and go as State League relegation 
struggle hots up — Ten-year ban on ex-Socceroo. 
Argentina kicks off the Gold Cup with a disappointing 2-2 
draw against Saudi Arabia in Adelaide. 

Then 10,300 turn out on a cold and wet Wednesday night in 
Melboume to see Brazil defeat Australia 1-0. 

The following Sunday, 13,000 are at Olympic Park to see 
Brazil meet Argentina competitively for the first time in four 
years. 

It is billed as probably the most important game played in 
Australia since the Socceroos met Scotland in the World Cup 
in 1985, but with the teams treating each other with the utmost 
respect, the result is a disappointing 0-0 draw on the mudheap 
that the famed Olympic Park pitch has become. 

But in Sydney, on the following Thursday, the Socceroos 
send a shock-wave round the world when they trounce the 
world champion Argentina by the almost unbelievable score- 
line of 4-1. 

Captain Charlie Yankos, taking Australia’s free-kicks in 
the absence of the injured Oscar Crino, scores with one from 
outside the penalty area that will be talked about for years, and 
for good measure converts a penalty as well. Paul Wade and 
substitute Vlado Bozinovski score the other two goals. 

That win sets up the entrancing prospect of a final between 
Australia and Brazil, and the 28,161 fans who set a gate record 
for the new Sydney Football Stadium are not disappointed. 

Brazil wins 2-0, thanks mainly to the brilliance of Romario, 
but the crowd stays on to give the Socceroos a standing ovation 
at the end of the game. 

Adelaide referee Donald Campbell has his hands full 
and sends off Brazilian full-back Jorginho after he pulls 
down substitute Scott Ollerenshaw with a rugby tackle 
when he seems certain to score. : 

There is excitement of a different kind at the Annual General 
Meeting of the ASF as Queensland’s Jan Brusasco defeats 
Jack Reilly of Victoria and John Constantine of NSW 
after two ballots to become the new ASF Chairman. 

Retiring ASF Executive Director Brian Emery is replaced 
as expected, by former Queensland Federation Secretary 
Alan Vessey. 

Caulfield City sacks coach Rocco Iile and replaces him 
with ex Western Suburbs coach Jimmy Condiilis. 

Kaz Kulak replaces Condilis at Western Suburbs, whilst 
Fawkner amazingly reinstates Frank McAleer. 

Brunswick Juventus, despite Manfred Schaefer's best 
efforts, loses the fight against relegation, going down to fellow- 
relegation candidate Preston 4-1, a result that leaves Preston 
safe. 

The month ends on a sad note as former Socceroo Peter 
Ollerton is banned from taking any part in the game world- 
wide for ten years after assaulting referee Jim Fearn.

ASF Chairman fan Brusasco blasts the NSL set-up 
as a ‘recipe for disaster’ and claims more “privatization” 
is the only solution for the League's woes. 


Footscray is the first club to go 
down the “privatization” road, as 
six businessmen buy the club and 
announce plans for a big face-lift 
for Schintler Reserve. 

Heidelberg, despite looking 
more and more like the eventual 
champion sacks coach Terry 
Hennessey and appoints ex- 
Socceroo Jimmy Tansey in his 
place. 

Even more surprisingly, Relegat- 
ion-threatened Bulleen dumps coach 
Jimmy Rooney, another ex- 
Soccero,o with only three rounds 
left to play. 

Bulleen will battle on under 
caretaker player-coach Zravdko 
Lujic.

Marconi beats Sydney Croatia in a thrilling NSL Grand Final. 

Its captain Tony Henderson retires on a high note surpassing Bugsy 
Nyskohus’ recent NSL appearance record by one game and smashing home the 
winning penalty in the shoot-out. 

Marconi makes it a double too as its Youth team downs Southern Youth 
champion Sunshine George Cross in the final. 

The Socceroos set off for Seoul with high hopes and set the Olympics agog with a 
1-0 win over 1984 bronze medallist Yugoslavia. 

They lose 3-0 to Brazil though, with that man Romario scoring a hat-trick 
despite missing a penalty. 

A 1-0 win over Nigeria, thanks to a brilliant individual goal by veteran John 
Kosmina ensures them a quarter-final berth, but they find the Russians too good 
and go down 3-0. 

But the Socceroos, seven of whom, Jeff Olver, Robbie Dunn, Alan 
Davidson, Mike Petersen, Oscar Crino, Paul Wade and Vlado 
Bozinovski are Victorians come home with their heads held high, especially as the 
two teams who beat them contest the Olympic Final itself. 

Heidelberg wirs the State League championship with one round to go and in a 
tense last round Bulleen escapes the bottom six and relegation with a 1-1 draw that 
sends Springvale City into the Victorian League.

VSF Chairman Jack Reilly drops a bombshell on the eve of the VSF AGM when he declines to nominate 
again for the position, citing personal reasons for his retirement. 

The AGM itself becomes one of the stormiest on record as a group of clubs dissatisfied by the VSF’s 
“relocation” plans fields three candidates and frequently disrupts the proceedings. 

Reilly, attempting to explain his stance, is heckled and eventually gives up. 

The “‘dissident” candidates are all defeated and solicitor Vito Cilauro is elected chairman. 

The meeting continues until the early hours and is eventually adjourned for 28 days. 

Before the adjourned meeting, however, there is considerable behind the scenes lobbying and eventually. 
after taking legal advice the VSF caves in as it faces the threat of legal action and scraps the controversial * Reilly 
Plan” as unconstitutional. 

Cilauro, though, says he will set up yet another committee to examine ways of streamlining the VSF’s 
structure. 

The Dockerty Cup, postponed until November to suit the NSL clubs, eventually gets under way with most 
clubs fielding a mixture of youth and reserve players. 3 

Nevertheless, the competition gains momentum and credibility as it reaches the semi-final stage as Cup-holder 
Brunswick Juventus is downed 3-2 by South Melbourne and Sunshine George Cross is outed by 
Melboume Croatia by the same score.

The final itself between South Melbourne and Melbourne Croatia is a very 
thrilling affair that goes a long way towards removing the sour taste of what has 
become Victoria’s longest and most controversial season. 

Croatia takes a ninth minute lead through Hassen Skanderovic after a 
defensive mix-up, but South equalises with a Pau! Trimboli penalty and then 
goes ahead after 58 minutes through striker Paul Foster. 

Croatia isn't to be denied and draws level through Branko Milosevic with 
only eight minutes of regular time left. 

Three minutes into extra time Milosevic bangs home a penalty. 

When Joe Caleta scores again to make the score 4-2, it seems that Croatia 
has the game in the bag, but another Paul Foster goal ensures a nail-biting 
finish before Croatia clinches its fifth Dockerty Cup success. 

There's no happy ending to November for the Socceroos, however. 

Fresh from Olympic triumps over Yugoslavia and Nigeria, it was probably in 
the players’ minds that a qualifying match against Fiji, even in Nadi, would be 
no more than a formality. 


But Fiji wins 1-0 in one of the biggest 
World Cup upsets since England lost to the 
USA in 1952. 

Suddenly, the return match in Newcastle 
next month looms as one of the most 
important Australia has ever faced, and the 
Socceroos will derive no comfort from the 
knowledge that Fiji has won two and drawn 


one in a three-match series against New @New VSF Chairman, 
Zealand.
